To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

It  is  to  me  a  matter  of  great  pleasure  that  I  am  permitted  this  year,  in 
submitting  the  customary-  annual  re\T.ew  of  the  operations  of  this  office, 
to  acknowledge  the  aid  of  Congress  in  the  carrying  out  of  many  reforms 
and  improvements  which  have  been  advocated  by  my  predecessors  and 
myself  for  man^-  years.  I  am  cominced  that  no  Public  Printer  has  here- 
tofore been  enabled  to  report  so  favorable  a  condition  of  the  office  and  its 
work  as  it  is  my  good  fortune  to  do  this  year.  It  is  but  proper  to  say 
that  in  the  efforts  I  have  made  to  bring  to  a  practical  solution  many  of 
the  difficulties  involved  in  the  management  of  the  office  I  have  felt  that 
I  was  but  carrying  out  the  wise  purpose  of  Congress,  and  without  its 
intelligent  sympathy  and  ready  help  I  could  have  accomplished  nothing. 
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The  office  owes  its  creation  to  Congress.  The  initial  plans  to  expand 
it  to  the  constantly  growing  needs  of  the  Government,  and  to  make  it 
worthy,  in  mechanical  appliances  and  progressive  methods,  of  the  char- 
acter and  intelligence  of  the  American  people,  have  almost  invariably 
originated  with  the  printing  committees  of  Congress  or  with  patriotic 
members  of  the  two  bodies. 

Nearly  fourteen  3^ears  ago  Senator  Anthony,  of  Rhode  Island,  chair- 
man of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  of  Congress,  interrupted  a  tariff 
debate  in  the  Senate  to  ask  unanimous  consent  to  offer  a  resolution  which 
he  said  he  verily  believed  was  'important  to  the  salvation  of  human 
life."  The  resolution  related  to  the  overloaded  floors  of  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office,  and  called  for  an  appropriation  to  provide  leased 
space  to  which  material  could  be  removed  to  relieve  the  building  and 
secure  the  safety  of  the  lives  of  the  employees.  The  condition  thus 
early  recognized,  and  for  the  relief  of  which  but  temporary  provision 
was  made,  has  actually  continued  to  exist  until  the  present  3^ear.  It  is 
difficult,  and  perhaps  impossible,  for  any  person  not  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  affairs  of  the  office  to  understand  how  inadequate  for  many 
3^ears  was  its  space,  machinery,  and  material  to  the  increasing  and  often 
extraordinary  demands  made  upon  it. 

It  is  not  of  moment  now  to  discuss  the  reasons  why  the  office  continued 
to  exist  for  so  long  a  time  in  a  practically  crippled  condition,  but  it  was 
undoubtedly  a  difficult  matter  to  estimate  the  effect  of  legislation  which 
created  the  office  and  at  the  same  time  closed  other  avenues  of  printing 
to  nearly  all  offices  and  departments  of  the  Government  at  a  period  of 
the  greatest  growth  of  the  Federal  service.  It  is  a  subject  now  of  far 
greater  interest  to  myself,  and  I  trust  to  Congress  also,  to  detail  the 
recent  steps  by  which  past  deficiencies  have  been  remedied. 

In  performing  this  pleasant  duty  I  would  first  cordially  recognize  the 
efforts  of  others  in  urging  forward  the  work  that  has  finally  been  accom- 
plished. Every  year  since  the  date  of  Senator  Anthony's  resolution 
Senators  and  Representatives,  Government  architects  and  engineers, 
grand  juries,  and  my  predecessors  have  called  attention  to  the  structural 
weakness  of  the  office  buildings,  the  insufficient  working  space,  the 
insanitary  surroundings,  and  the  dangerous  and  disagreeable  conditions 
under  which  the  work  of  the  public  printing  was  carried  forward.  These 
conditions  required  constantly  the  resort  to  expensive  expedients  in 
order  to  prevent  a  paralysis  of  work,  though  these  expedients  were  never 
sufficient  to  bring  the  work  up  to  date  or  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of 
the  evils  of  overcrowding  and  overloading,  so  detrimental  to  efficient 
management  and  the  comfort  and  safety  of  the  employees. 

To  provide  a  remedy  for  these  various  difficulties  and  embarrassments 
was  a  cause  of  much  study  on  my  part  ver}^  early  in  my  official  connec- 
tion with  the  office,  and  it  was  a  clear  recognition  of  them  that  impelled 
me  in  four  previous  annual  reports  to  Congress,  and  in  various  special 
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communications,  to  urge  with  all  the  earnestness  and  force  I  could  com- 
mand the  importance  of  providing  safe  and  sanitarj^  buildings,  increased 
working  space,  and  improved  machiner}'  and  material  for  the  office. 
There  seemed  to  be  no  other  way  of  reaching  a  condition  that  would  per- 
mit a  prompter  and  more  economical  performance  of  work,  and  while 
recognizing  full}^  the  generous  assistance  of  Congress,  I  can  not  help  but 
feel  a  high  sense  of  personal  pride  and  pleasure  in  now  being  able  to  state 
that  the  office  is  in  first-class  condition,  that  plans  earl}^  formed  hy  me  in 
regard  to  it  have  been  carried  out,  and  that  unceasing  effort  toward 
improvement  of  surroundings,  simplification  of  methods,  businesslike 
management,  and  a  high  standard  of  work,  economically  and  expedi- 
tiousl}^  performed,  has  been  crowned  with  success. 

RESULTS  ACHIEVED. 

The  period  embracing  the  past  fiscal  3'ear  and  the  present  fiscal  3^ear 
up  to  date  has  witnessed,  without  a  moment's  abatement  of  work,  the 
full  completion  of  the  additions  to  the  working  space  of  the  office  that 
were  recommended  b}'  me  and  ordered  b}^  Congress;  the  completion  of 
the  new  west  wing  and  other  floors,  under  direction  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Army;  the  erection  of  the  new  boiler  house  and  boilers, 
machine  shop,  and  storage  sheds;  the  furnishing  to  the  entire  main 
office  of  the  new  heating  plant,  toilet  rooms,  and  ventilation  and  filtration 
systems,  besides  the  carrj'ing  out  of  many  improvements  in  the  various 
divisions  of  the  office,  such  as  providing  better  light,  improved  facilities 
for  cleanliness  and  for  promoting  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
employees  in  man}-  respects.  Besides  these,  a  number  of  new  machines 
have  been  purchased  and  erected  in  the  office,  greatly  adding  to  its  pro- 
ductive capacit}',  new  type  and  other  printing  material  have  been  freely 
supplied  where  needed,  and  reserve  material  accumulated  sufficient  in 
amount  to  meet  the  extraordinary  demands  for  hurried  work,  to  which 
at  times  the  office  is  peculiarly  subject. 

Fully  120,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  has  been  added  to  the  office 
by  the  recent  additions  and  leases.  I  am  pleased  to  acknowledge  at  this 
time  the  kind  cooperation  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Xavy  in  providing  more  convenient  and  larger  quarters  for  the  branch 
di\asions  of  the  office  that  are  located  in  their  Departments. 

In  view  of  the  data  at  m}'  command,  I  feel  justified  in  assuring  Con- 
gress that  at  the  present  time  the  Government  Printing  Office  is  fully 
able,  in  equipment  and  organization,  to  perform  all  the  Government  print- 
ing as  promptly  and  economically  as  is  possible  until  complete  new  and 
modern  office  buildings  are  erected.  While  its  floor  space  as  now  occu- 
pied is  much  divided,  and  in  some  cases  inconvenient,  yet  it  is  abundant, 
is  largely  equipped  with  the  best  modern  machiner}^,  current  work  is 
promptly  executed,  delayed  work  has  been  brought  up  to  date,  and  the 
accumulation  of  reserve  work  has  been  largely  reduced. 
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I  consider  that  the  office  is  now  in  a  position  to  meet  all  probable 
demands  upon  it  for  a  considerable  period  of  time — at  least  a  sufficient 
period  to  enable  Congress  to  intelligently  and  systematically  take  up  the 
work  of  providing  an  entire  new  office,  with  the  purpose  of  making  it 
a  model  establishment. 

KMPI^OYKKS  BKNEFITKD  BY  IMPROVEMKNTS. 

While  the  saving  in  money  and  time  as  a  result  of  enlarging  and 
improving  the  office  is  an  interesting  and  important  consideration,  and 
must  inevitably  within  a  short  period  of  time  reimburse  the  National 
Treasury  for  the  full  cost  of  the  same  and  afford  a  continuing  profit  upon 
the  work  of  the  future,  it  is  but  a  trifle  compared  to  the  advantages  con- 
ferred upon  the  employees  by  the  conveniences  and  comforts  with  which 
they  have  been  surrounded.  No  result  accomplished  during  my  con- 
nection with  the  office  affords  me  personally  so  much  gratification  as  to 
witness  the  effects  of  greater  convenience  in  the  matter  of  warmth,  light, 
ventilation,  and  cleanliness  and  freedom  from  overcrowding  and  appre- 
hension of  danger  upon  the  working  efficiency  and  physical  health  of  the 
employees.  In  many  improvements  undertaken  I  have  been  actuated  in 
a  great  degree  by  motives  of  humanity  as  well  as  by  business  reasons, 
and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  interests  of  true  economy  have  been  largely 
subserved  by  liberal  expenditures  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  employees.  The  industrial  activity,  the  harmony,  and  the 
energy  of  the  working  forces  have  been  most  favorably  affected. 

As  a  result  of  the  many  improvements  that  have  been  made  to  the 
office  during  the  past  two  years,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  all  apprehension 
as  to  the  loss  of  life  from  insecure  buildings  is  removed. 

SOURCES  OE  DANGER  REMOVED. 

1.  The  full  occupancy  of  the  new  west  wing  and  of  the  floors  of  the 
new  fifth  story  of  the  south  wing  has  rendered  possible  the  removal  of 
the  overweight  of  machinery  and  material  from  the  H  street  side  of  the 
office. 

2.  The  extensive  application  of  directly  connected  electric  motive 
power  to  the  many  machines  upon  the  floors  of  the  H  street  and  North 
Capitol  street  wings  has  permitted  the  removal  of  much  weight  of  shaft- 
ing and  connections,  and  largely  reduced  the  vibrations  attending  the 
old  method  of  power  supply. 

3.  The  erection  of  the  new  boiler  house  and  boilers  at  a  safe  distance 
from  the  working  divisions  permits  the  abandoning  of  the  old  boiler  plant 
in  the  court,  except  for  the  moderate  use  of  supplying  extra  heat  in 
extremely  cold  weather. 

4.  The  new  electric  power  and  lighting  system,  which  h^s  been  pro- 
nounced a  model  of  insulation  by  all  electrical  engineers  who  have  exam- 
ined it,  has  largely  reduced  the  probability  of  fire  and  accident  which 
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attended  the  cruder  methods  of  the  past,  made  possible  better  light  and 
cleanliness  in  the  various  divisions,  and,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
new  toilet  and  filtering  S3'stem  and  other  sanitary*  provisions,  removed 
discomforts  and  inconveniences  that  menaced  the  health  of  employees. 

I  can  unite  with  the  emplo^^ees  of  the  whole  ofQce  in  an  expression  of 
thanks  for  the  Hberality  that  has  permitted  these  desirable  results. 

NEW  GOVERXIMEXT  PRINTING  OFFICE. 

It  IS  not  intended  to  convey  the  impression  by  anything  previously 
stated  that  the  improvements  affect  in  an}^  way  the  argument  in  favor 
of  providing  a  new  Government  Printing  Office  at  as  early  a  date  as  pos- 
sible. Unless  Congress  proposes  to  eventually  abolish  this  office  and 
return  to  the  contract  system,  it  is  its  unmistakable  duty  to  provide  at 
once  for  a  fully  equipped  model  establishment  in  which  the  Govern- 
ment's printing  can  be  executed  at  the  minimum  of  cost,  and  of  which 
every  American  printer  and  bookbinder  ma}'  be  proud.  The  amount  of 
money  expended  would  be  speedily  saved  to  the  Government  in  smaller 
appropriations,  while  its  necessity  is  apparent,  in  view  of  the  inevitable 
growth  of  public  printing  in  keeping  with  the  progress  of  the  country. 

Abundance  of  time  and  due  precaution  should,  however,  be  taken,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  carrying  out  of  an}-  incomplete  or  inadequate  plan. 
When  built,  the  office  should  be  one  of  the  attractions  of  the  capital  city, 
and  it  should  possess  the  highest  economic,  mechanical,  and  scientific 
achievements  in  the  arts  of  printing  and  binding  of  the  present  day.  Its 
lines  should  be  laid  upon  plans  broad  and  comprehensive  enough  to  meet 
not  only  the  demands  of  the  near  future,  but  the  necessities  of  the  coming 
century. 

It  is  easy  for  one  acquainted  with  the  history  and  growth  of  this  office 
to  understand  the  urgent  necessity  that  will  arise  within  a  few  years  for 
a  new  office  such  as  is  suggested.  There  has  been  with  every  3^ear  of 
the  existence  of  this  office  a  steady  increase  in  the  volume  of  work,  and 
this  increase  will  be  accelerated  rather  than  diminished  as  the  country 
continues  to  grow  in  wealth  and  population,  for  the  printing  art  is  closely 
related  to  the  progress  of  civilization  and  keeps  in  close  touch  with  every 
department  of  human  intelHgence  and  activity. 

In  my  judgment,  no  step  should  now  be  taken  by  Congress  toward 
erecting  a  Government  Printing  Office  that  is  not  based  upon  the  most 
careful  plans  and  expert  knowledge.  A  proper  commission  should  be 
first  appointed  to  procure  and  present  the  fullest  information  in  regard 
to  the  larger  private  printing  offices  of  the  country.  Ever>^  detail  of  the 
progress  of  the  art  should  be  mastered.  The  building,  architecturally, 
should  be  designed  for  a  printing  office,  and  for  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever. The  question  of  a  site  is  of  minor  importance.  A  printing  office 
is  a  workshop,  and  this  is  true  in  a  more  particular  sense  of  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office  than  of  many  private  concerns  which  ofttimes  are 
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mere  adjuncts  to  publishing  houses  engaged  in  advancing  the  interests 
of  Hterature  and  art.  The  building  should  be  perfectly  adapted  in  light 
and  floor  space,  in  ventilation  and  heating,  in  sanitary  conditions,  and 
in  its  mechanical  plant  to  the  perfect  execution  of  the  Government  print- 
ing at  the  minimum  of  cost.  It  might,  with  the  highest  advantage  to 
the  Government,  be  made  ideal  in  its  appointments  and  appliances — an 
exhibit  of  the  progress  of  the  highest  humanity  and  intelligence  in  build- 
ing construction,  as  well  as  of  the  highest  economy  and  efficiency  in  the 
printing  trade. 

PREPARATION  OF  COPY  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  AS  TO  PRINTING. 

Occasion  is  taken  herein  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  of  various 
officials  of  the  Departments  of  the  Government  in  an  endeavor  to  secure 
greater  care  in  the  preparation  of  copy  and  in  the  furnishing  of  full 
instructions  for  work  ordered  by  requisition  from  this  office.  In  the 
past  there  has  been  considerable  friction  in  certain  directions  as  to 
where  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Printer  began  and  ended  in  the 
matter  of  printing  for  the  Departments,  and  at  times  positive  maladminis- 
tration has  characterized  this  feature  of  the  business  of  the  office  through 
editorial  work  done  in  proof  sheets,  changes  from  fixed  style,  and  the 
frequent  insistence  by  Department  officials  upon  the  use  of  unnecessarily 
costly  material. 

A  strict  interpretation  has  been  given  by  me  to  the  statute'  which 
requires  that  ' '  the  forms  and  style  in  which  printing  and  binding  ordered 
by  the  Departments  shall  be  executed,  and  the  material  and  size  of  type 
to  be  used,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Public  Printer,  having  proper 
regard  for  economy,  workmanship,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  work 
is  needed."  This  provision  of  law  is  broad  enough  to  give  the  Public 
Printer  power  to  meet  all  proper  requests  of  the  Departments,  and  it  is 
clearly  intended  to  prevent  improvident  execution  of  the  public  printing, 
which  long  experience  has  shown  to  be  one  of  the  easiest  methods  of 
wasting  the  public  money.  I  have  recently  addressed  a  circular  to  the 
heads  of  all  Departments  asking  official  aid  in  an  endeavor  to  secure 
more  careful  observance  of  the  instruction  blanks  which  the  office  asks 
to  have  filled  out  when  requisitions  for  printing  are  made.  These 
instruction  blanks  are  the  result  of  expert  knowledge  and  mature  experi- 
ence of  men  who  have  long  been  connected  with  Government  printing, 
and  only  through  their  use  can  prompt  and  economical  results  be  achieved. 

It  has  been  my  desire  to  do  awa}^  as  far  as  possible  with  all  changes 
in  material  and  in  the  style  of  doing  work  after  it  has  been  commenced, 
and  especially  to  stop  wholesale  editing  of  proof  sheets — a  privilege  so 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  many  gentlemen  engaged  in  literary  work  for  the 
various  publications  of  the  Government.  Whatever  fancied  necessity 
may  have  existed  in  the  past  for  the  furnishing  of  type  proofs  by  this 
office  for  the  encouragement  of  literary  style  or  to  give  opportunity 
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for  tlie  insertion  of  belated  ideas,  it  does  not  exist  in  this  age  of  the 
typewriter. 

The  best  results  in  the  direction  noted  have  followed  the  assistance 
afforded  me  by  the  heads  of  Departments;  but  the  evils  are  persistent 
ones,  with  a  constant  tendency  to  reappear  just  when  matters  are  running 
smoothly  and  peace  and  harmony  prevail.  It  would  appear  that  only  the 
most  rigid  enforcement  of  the  power  of  the  Public  Printer  regarding  the 
perfection  of  requisitions  and  of  cop}^  can  effect  a  permanent  reform, 
and  I  sincereh'  hope  the  office  will  continue  to  receive  in  these  matters 
the  assistance  of  all  who  by  lavv  have  authorit}'  to  order  printing  and 
binding,  in  order  that  wasteful  and  needless  use  of  public  money  in  this 
indefensible  manner  ma}'  be  prevented. 

PAPKR  CONTRACTS. 

The  suggestion  in  m}'  report  of  last  3'ear,  that  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  relating  to  the  methods  of  letting  paper  contracts  be  so  changed 
that  bidders  will  be  required  to  submit  samples  of  the  paper  they  propose 
to  furnish  instead  of  bidding  upon  samples  furnished  by  the  Government, 
is  renewed.  The  deficiencies  of  the  present  sj'Stem  have  long  been 
apparent.  It  would  be  quite  sufficient  to  indicate  by  the  standard  trade 
terms  the  qualit}',  weight,  color,  strength,  and  finish  of  the  paper  desired 
by  the  Government.  Limited  to  bidding  on  their  own  samples,  bidders 
would  compete  as  to  the  quality  of  paper  to  be  furnished,  and  each 
bidder  would  doubtless  bid  upon  the  actual  product  of  the  mill  he  repre- 
sented, thus  affording  the  Government  a  greater  choice  of  samples  than  at 
present,  and  removing  from  bidders  the  temptation  to  bid  upon  samples 
of  paper  which  they  can  not  furnish.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  paper 
contracts  of  the  past  year  have  been  the  most  satisfactory  of  any  year 
during  my  administration  of  the  office. 

IMPERFECT  ILLUSTRATIONS. 

There  has  been  recentlj^  no  little  just  criticism  of  the  imperfeot  illus- 
trations appearing  not  infrequently  in  Government  publications.  It  is 
easy  to  explain  the  cause  and  growth  of  this  admitted  evil.  In  former 
da^'S  woodcuts  were  almost  exclusively  used  for  the  purposes  of  text 
illustrations,  and  uniformly  good  results  were  easil}'  possible.  The  cheap 
and  numerous  methods  of  producing  engravings  at  the  present  time  have 
caused  something  like  artistic  chaos  in  the  Government  Printing  Office, 
and  apparentl}^  the  photo- engraving  process,  particularl}'  the  kind  known 
technically  as  "half-tone,"  is  considered  by  some  in  authority  as  equal 
to  any  demand  for  the  illustration  of  documents. 

No  doubt  the  various  photographic  processes  of  zinc  etching  have 
produced  remarkable  results  in  cheap  popular  newspaper  and  magazine 
illustrating,  but  it  is  not  always  desirable  for  the  Government  to  copy 
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fads.  The  production  of  new  engraving  processes  and  tlie  multiplica- 
tion of  engraving  houses  are  peculiarly  characteristic  of  the  time  ;  but 
they  have  burdened  the  Government  Printing  Office  with  rather  too 
much  responsibility  for  results  that  are  a  grievance  to  good  printers 
everywhere. 

There  is  little  technical  knowledge  and  less  effective  artistic  vSUpervi- 
sion  prevailing  in  Government  Departments  as  a  rule  regarding  illustra- 
tions. Some  of  the  publications  divisions  show  admirable  judgment  and 
good  taste  in  such  matters.  In  others  the  most  amateurish  notions  pre- 
vail as  to  the  character  and  quality  both  of  engravings  and  of  copy  for 
illustrations.  One  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  to  good  results  is  the  care- 
lessness or  lack  of  knowledge  that  seems  to  prevail  as  to  the  relation  of 
subject,  paper,  text,  ink,  and  other  practical  details  to  the  different  styles 
of  engraving.  Another  is  the  popularity  of  the  amateur  photograph  as 
copy  for  process  plates.  Pressmen  can  hardly  be  expected  to  produce  the 
best  results  from  imperfect  plates  on  inferior  paper,  and  I  look  hopefully 
toward  the  Departments  and  Bureaus  for  early  improvement  in  these 
matters.  This  office  is  prepared  to  respond  to  the  best  efforts  that  may 
be  put  forth  by  them.  It  is  now  equipped  with  the  best  modern  presses, 
I  have  secured  the  best  obtainable  pressmen,  and  its  electrotype  foundry 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  and  most  progressive  in  the  world. 
Through  cooperation  something  may  be  done  to  prevent  a  too  lavish 
display  of  preference  for  many  and  cheap  rather  than  few  and  really 
artistic  illustrations  in  Government  publications. 

NEW  MACHINKRY. 

The  work'  of  replacing  old  and  deficient  machinery  and  presses  with 
newer  ones  of  the  most  modern  construction  has  proceeded  steadily  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  office  now  has  several  machines  of  great  labor- 
saving  advantages,  and  others  specially  designed  for  Government  work 
and  not  used  by  the  trade  elsewhere.  The  gain  in  greater  speed  and 
capacity  thus  secured  has  been  a  most  important  factor  in  the  success 
achieved  in  promptly  meeting  current  orders  and  bringing  delayed  work 
up  to  date.  This  office  now  undoubtedly  contains  the  largest  and  most 
complete  book-making  plant  in  the  country,  and  doubtless  in  the  world. 
As  such  it  is  a  constant  object  of  interest  to  and  commendation  of  the 
printers  and  publishers  of  the  country  and  the  representatives  of  foreign 
Governments  who  visit  it. 

INCRKASB  OF  GOVKRNMKNT  PRINTING— COMPARATIVE  COST  AND 

PRODUCTION. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  printing  done  by  the  office  during  the 
past  fiscal  year  was  much  in  excess  of  the  average  yearly  growth  of  the 
past.    The  use  of  paper  was  the  largest  in  its  history,  reaching  a  total 
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of  5,4572Wo  tons  of  book,  writing,  ledger,  plate,  and  other  printing 
papers,  this  being  910  ton^  more  than  was  used  the  3'ear  preceding,  and 
634  tons  more  than  was  ever  before  used  in  a  single  j^ear.  The  number 
of  form  impressions  in  the  press  room  of  the  main  office,  not  including 
the  press  rooms  of  the  Department  branches,  was  179,228,469,  an  increase 
of  65 , 582 , 36 1  impressions  over  the  previous  year.  The  bindery  consumed 
490  tons  of  binder's  board,  6,102  pieces  of  book  cloth,  4,300  dozen  sheep- 
skins, besides  other  leather;  bound  and  delivered  1,255,454  octavo  and 
quarto  volumes  in  cloth  and  leather,  not  including  blank  books  and  ledgers, 
and  brought  up  the  reserv^e  binding  of  Congress  nearly  complete  to  the 
Fifty- fourth  Congress,  a  gain  of  92,520  bound  books  in  this  much-delayed 
work.  There  were  printed  and  delivered  6,461,063  bound  and  unbound 
pamphlets  and  speeches,  and  of  the  House  and  Senate  bills,  resolutions, 
and  amendments  11,175,105  copies  were  printed  and  delivered,  being 
5,468,255  copies  in  excess  of  the  number  printed  and  delivered  at  the 
previous  long  session  of  Congress  All  this  increase  of  work  was  met 
promptly  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public  service. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  growth  of  the  public  printing,  it  is  of  interest  to 
compare  last  year's  use  of  paper,  cost  of  labor,  and  number  of  employees 
with  the  year  1887,  the  office  during  both  of  these  years  being  under  my 
charge.  In  1887  there  was  paper  used  to  the  amount  of  2,718  tons,  at  a 
cost  of  $1,827,315.22  in  labor.  Last  3'ear  there  was  consumed  5,457  tons 
of  paper,  and  the  labor  cost  was  $2,657,267.43.  The  daily  average'num- 
ber  of  emploj'ees  of  the  office  during  1887  was  2,095;  1895  the  aver- 
age number  was  2,828.  The  cost  of  labor  last  jear  was  increased  fully 
$75,000  over  the  cost  of  1887  by  reason  of  a  higher  scale  of  w^ages  being 
paid  in  several  divisions  of  work,  and  because  of  additional  labor  incident 
to  the  many  improvements.  Notwithstanding  this  addition  to  labor 
expenses,  a  comparison  of  the  results  of  1887  1896  shows  that  while 
the  use  of  paper  has  increased  loi  per  cent  during  the  ten  3^ears,  the 
increase  in  the  cost  of  labor  has  been  but  44.8  per  cent,  and  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  employees  but  35  per  cent.  The  cost  of  labor  in  the 
office  last  year  was  $222,049.66  less,  and  the  average  number  of  employees 
was  553  less,  than  in  1894,  while  the  consumption  of  paper  was  634  tons 
more  than  during  that  year. 

During  the  current  fiscal  3^ear  still  better  results  may  be  expected  in 
output,  standard  of  work,  and  economies,  as  all  the  advantages  of  addi- 
tional space,  new  machinery  and  material,  and  improved  methods  of  work 
will  attend  the  full  year's  operations. 

IMPROVED  STANDARD  OF  PUBLICATIONS. 

The  use  of  superior  paper  and  other  material,  with  the  hearty  coopera- 
tion of  skilled  and  intelligent  employees  in  the  typographical,  foundry, 
and  press  di\dsions  of  the  office,  has  resulted  in  a  more  noticeable  improve- 
ment in  the  publications  of  the  office  during  the  year  than  ever  before. 
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The  excellence  of  the  typographical  appearance,  illustrations,  press- 
work,  and  binding  of  some  of  the  publications  has  not  only  brought 
most  flattering  testimonials  from  the  Departments  and  library  and 
printing  circles  at  home,  but  has  attracted  the  attention  of  the  book- 
making  world  abroad,  and  in  two  instances  the  diplomatic  heads  of  foreign 
Governments  here  have  made  direct  and  particular  inquiry  as  to  the  work 
and  methods  of  the  office. 

civil,  skrvice:. 

The  working  force  of  the  office  during  the  3^ear  has  been  conducted 
most  satisfactorily  within  the  classified  civil  ser\dce.  The  new  appointees 
selected  from  the  certified  lists  have  averaged  as  well  as  those  who  were 
selected  heretofore  at  the  will  of  the  appointing  power. 

The  annual  leave  of  absence  with  pay  to  employees  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity to  provide  work  during  the  Congressional  recess  to  the  surplus 
force,  and  the  usual  large  reduction  at  that  time  was  avoided.  The 
average  dail}^  number  of  emplo3^ees  during  the  3^ear  has  been  2,828,  an 
increase  of  151  over  the  3^ear  previous.  The  changes  in  the  force  during 
the  3"ear  were  as  follows:  27  died;  115  resigned;  15  were  dropped  from  the 
serv'ice  on  account  of  absence;  25  were  discharged  because  of  reduction 
of  force,  and  19  were  discharged  for  cause;  15  probationar3^  appointments 
were  canceled,  and  10  were  refused  absolute  appointments;  there  were 
161  persons  reinstated  to  the  service,  and  163  probationar3^  appointments 
made,  of  which  132  received  absolute  appointments.  All  appointments 
and  reinstatements  were  made  from  names  certified  b3^  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  and  in  all  discharges  and  appointments  made  the  full  spirit 
of  the  merit  S3'stem  was  observed. 

THK  BURKAU  OF  DOCUMENTS. 

Accompan3dng  this  report  is  a  statement  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Crandall, 
Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Documents,  as  to  the  work  of  that 
new  division,  authorized  and  established  by  the  printing  act  of  Januar3" 
12,  1895. 

The  results  he  has  accomplished  the  past  3^ear  are  ver3"  gratif34ng,  and 
have  received  the  unstinted  praise  of  librarians  and  others  interested  in 
Government  publications.  I  believe  that  the  work  of  this  division,  if  car- 
ried out  according  to  present  plans,  will  present  at  an  early  day  a  more 
intelligent  and  complete  arrangement  of  Government  publications,  Avith 
their  catalogues  and  indexes,  than  can  be  found  elsewhere,  and  will  afford 
public  officers,  students,  and  writers  opportunity  for  easily  ascertaining 
the  contents  of  many  volumes  which  are  now  practically  useless  because 
of  these  deficiencies. 

KNGINKKRING  AND  KLKCTRICAI.  WORK. 

There  is  also  presented,  b3^  Mr.  George  K.  Reid,  chief  engineer,  and 
Mr.  W.  H.  Taple3^  chief  electrician,  interesting  details  showing  the  high 
degree  of  efiiciency  obtained  under  their  direction  of  the  power  and 
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lighting  plants  of  the  office.  Their  work  has  met  the  approval  of  ex- 
perts, and  the  economy  and  efficiencA'  secured  are  not  onh^  noticeable  in 
comparison  with  past  methods  here,  but  they  compare  most  favorably 
with  the  best  work  of  the  kind  elsewhere. 

The  Government  Printing  Office  power  and  lighting  plant  is  now  for 
the  first  time  such  as  will  prcA'ent  interruption  of  its  work  by  reason 
of  the  failure  of  an}-  single  source  of  power  or  lighting  supply. 

WORXIXG  SPACK  IIXUSTRATKD. 

The  Government  Printing  Office  now  occupies  8  ~}i  acres  of  floor  space. 
Accompanying  this  report  are  diagrams  of  all  the  floors  of  the  main  build- 
ing and  leased  buildings,  and  of  the  branches  in  the  Departments.  The 
storehouses  and  stables  are  not  included.  These  diagrams  will  illustrate 
to  Congress  and  the  pubhc  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  office, 
the  location  of  each  division,  the  nature  of  each  di\dsion's  work,  and  the 
location  and  character  of  the  machinery-.  These,  I  believe,  will  be  of 
especial  interest  to  emplo^'ing  printers  and  binders  and  all  those  con- 
nected vrith  the  trades  represented  here. 

I  am  pleased  to  express  the  utmost  satisfaction  with  the  cordial  sup- 
port given  m}'  efforts  by  Capt.  H.  T.  Brian,  Foreman  of  Printing,  and 
Mr.  H.  C.  Espe}',  Foreman  of  Binding,  and  their  intelHgent  and  103'al 
assistants  in  all  the  mechanical  divisions  of  the  office.  Throughout  the 
entire  large  force  of  industrious  operatives  there  has  been  a  spirit  of 
zeal  and  emulation  displayed  which  has  made  the  year  memorable  for 
faithful  sendee  and  excellent  results,  and  commands  my  admiration  and 
gratitude.

Sir  :  Agreeably  to  your  suggestion,  I  transmit  herewith,  for  incorporation  in  your 
annual  report,  a  brief  summary  of  results  attained  in  the  work  of  this  office  during 
its  first  full  year  of  duty. 

My  first  annual  report,  dated  October  i,  1895,  was  only  nominally  an  "annual 
report,"  as  the  office  had  at  its  date  been  in  existence  but  six  months,  and  in  active 
operation  hardly  more  than  three  months.  The  present  report  covers  the  operations 
of  the  office  for  its  first  full  fiscal  year,  namely,  from  July  i,  1895,  to  June  30,  1896. 

Dming  that  period  this  office  has  received  a  total  of  486,914  public  documents  of 
all  kinds,  of  which  252,602  volumes  were  accumulations  from  various  Government 
Departments,  143,091  were  new  w^ork  from  the  Government  Printing  Office,  31,321 
were  duplicates  returned  from  public  and  college  libraries,  and  60,000  (estimated) 
were  copies  received  from  the  Printing  Office  and  the  various  Government  publishing 
bureaus  to  be  catalogued.  Of  the  documents  received,  189,524  were  distributed  as 
follows :  To  depository  libraries,  105, 170  volumes ;  to  libraries  other  than  depositories, 
65,823  ;  specific  works  distributed  according  to  law  on  the  order  of  Members  of  Con- 
gress, 13,580;  supplied  to  Government  Departments  and  Bureaus  to  complete  official 
files,  etc.,  951;  sold,  3,581  copies  for  the  sum  of  ^889.09.  The  remaining  copies, 
297,551  in  number,  have  been  preserved  in  this  office,  where  they  are  assorted,  clas- 
sified, and  made  available  for  use.  It  seems  to  me  a  moderate  estimate  to  say  that 
the  value  of  the  public  documents  thus  reclaimed  from  the  vaults  and  lofts  of  Depart- 
ments and  libraries,  where  they  were  entirely  useless,  is  half  a  million  dollars.  Their 
first  cost  was  certainly  much  more  than  this. 

From  these  rescued  documents  a  document  library  of  about  15,000  distinct  publi- 
cations has  been  created,  "accessioned,"  shelf  listed,  etc.,  so  that  it  is  immediately 
available  for  reference,  not  only  in  our  own  work,  but  for  the  convenience  of  all  who 
choose  to  use  it. 

The  depositor)'  libraries,  which  numbered  420  October  i,  1895,  now  number  445. 
A  new  list  of  libraries,  to  receive  the  fractional  remainders  of  Congressional  quotas 
under  the  provisions  of  section  68  of  the  printing  law,  has  been  created  by  Congres- 
sional designation,  and  now  numbers  253.  To  libraries  of  this  class  9,359  volumes 
have  already  been  sent,  and  this  has  been  accomplished  under  the  new  law  without 
printing  an  additional  book  by  utilizing  books  which  formerly  belonged  to  nobody 
and  went  to  waste.  Many  more  books  are  in  sight  for  speedy  sending  to  this  class 
of  libraries.  An  additional  list  of  libraries,  numbering  at  this  time  623,  has  been 
created,  to  receive  the  publications  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  under 
section  79  of  the  printing  law  and  joint  resolution  19  of  the  Fifty-fourth  Congress. 
To  this  class  of  libraries  54,749  publications  have  already  been  sent,  and  many  more 
are  to  be  sent  at  an  early  day.  Thus,  instead  of  the  420  libraries  which  were  on  the 
list  when  I  reported  to  you  last  year,  we  have  now  1,321  libraries  to  which  we  send 
regular  supplies,  and  we  have  had  exchanges  with  many  which  are  not  regularly  on 
our  lists. 
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I  have  also  had  added  to  the  mailing  branch  of  my  work  a  list  of  addresses  for 
the  Compilation  of  Messages  and  Papers  of  the  Presidents,  which,  when  the  Con- 
gressional designations  are  all  in,  will  make  a  subscription  list  of  21,000  names 
for  a  work  which  is  now  expected  to  fill  at  least  seven  volumes  and  to  be  in  course 
of  publication  for  several  years.  Only  those  who  have  handled  such  a  list  under 
similar  circumstances  can  form  an  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  and  attention  to 
detail  it  involves. 

During  the  year  the  following  works  have  been  produced  for  publication:  Eight- 
een monthly  catalogues,  aggregating  701  pages;  Checklist  of  Public  Documents,  222 
pages;  first  annual  report  and  tables,  36  pages;  first  draft  of  a  proposed  bill  to 
reduce  the  cost,  increase  the  value,  and  simplify  the  methods  of  publication  of  the 
public  documents  furnished  to  designated  depository  libraries,  17  pages;  Document 
Catalogue  (or  Comprehensive  Index),  638  pages;  an  aggregate  of  1,614  printed 
pages,  of  which  1,561  pages  are  catalogue  work,  while  enough  additional  work  has 
been  done  in  preparing  copy  for  the  second  Document  Catalogue  and  the  first  Docu- 
ment Index  (or  Consolidated  Index)  to  make  the  first  year's  cataloguing  fully  equal 
to  2,000  printed  pages. 

The  official  correspondence  of  the  office  has  been  almost  overwhelming  in  its 
voluminousness.  I  have  not  been  able  to  spare  the  clerical  assistance  necessary  to 
keep  a  count  of  the  letters  written,  but  I  estimate  the  number  at  not  less  than  20,000, 
and  of  course  an  equal  number  were  received.  For  long  periods  they  have  averaged 
more  than  100  per  day  on  each  side  of  the  count.  They  came  from  everywhere  and 
treated  upon  almost  everything  conceivable  relating  in  any  way  to  the  public  docu- 
ments. Indeed,  this  office  seems  already  to  be  generally  regarded  as  a  universal 
bureau  of  information  on  this  subject.  Numerous  public  officials  receiving  letters 
of  inquiry  relating  to  documents  not  within  their  immediate  purview  have  referred 
them  to  me,  thus  increasing  the  already  great  number  of  queries  pouring  in;  I  am  far 
from  objecting  to  this.  I  assume  that  one  of  the  purposes  in  establishing  this  office 
was  to  create  an  information  bureau  for  documents,  and  that  function  it  very  will- 
ingly undertakes  to  fulfill.  In  his  Forum  article  on  the  Government  as  a  great  pub- 
lisher, Mr.  Spofford  said  that  the  lack  of  adequate  catalogues  of  public  documents 
was  measureably  offset  by  the  existence  of  "living  indexes"  in  Washington.  This 
office  is  fortunate  in  the  possession  of  one  of  these  living  indexes,  and  is  doing  some- 
thing also  to  provide  the  catalogues  which  are  so  sadly  needed. 

The  sales  of  documents  have  reached  an  average  of  over  1,000  a  month,  and  this 
class  of  the  work  of  the  office  involves  a  vast  amount  of  labor  in  looking  up  old  and 
obscure  documents  to  which  correspondents  can  not  give  intelligible  references, 
answering  inquiries  for  documents  which  we  are  unable  to  supply,  and  supplying 
price  lists  to  correspondents  from  whom  we  get  no  orders.  Work  of  this  sort  does 
not  show  in  the  monthly  and  annual  reports,  but  I  see  no  way  to  escape  doing  it.  If 
we  could  supply  all  the  documents  that  are  asked  for,  and  if  all  our  correspondents 
who  ask  for  quotations  should  buy  the  documents  quoted  to  them,  the  sales  would 
be  more  nearly  5,000  than  1,000  documents  a  month. 

This  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  more  important  branches  of  the  work  of  this  office 
during  the  past  year.  The  growth  has  been  rapid  in  every  department,  and  there  is 
reason  to  anticipate  continued  increase,  so  that  to  carry  on  the  work  efficiently  and 
make  the  office  in  even  greater  measure  the  public  convenience  which  it  has  already 
proved,  a  more  numerous  force  and  enlarged  facilities  will  soon  be  an  obvious 
necessity.

Sir:  Concerning  the  condition  of  the  steam  power  and  heating  plant  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Printing  Office,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report : 

The  present  boiler  and  steam-power  plant  has  not  been  altered  or  added  to  during 
the  year,  and  is  in  good  condition.  The  additions  and  changes  to  the  steam-heating 
plant  of  the  office,  undertaken  in  1895,  have  been  practically  completed,  and  the 
entire  new  heating  coil  system  has,  with  but  slight  exceptions,  been  put  under  low- 
pressure  steam. 

Previous  to  the  full  installation  of  the  new  electric  generating  plant  the  maximum 
capacity  of  the  several  engines  was  as  follows  :  Electric-light  engine,  120  horsepower ; 
pressroom  engine,  75  horsepower ;  stereotype-foundry  engine,  25  horsepower ;  ma- 
chine-shop engine,  10  horsepower;  carpenter-shop  engine,  10  horsepower;  a  total, 
including  80  horsepower  (estimated)  for  elevator  pumps  and  50  horsepower  for 
various  manufacturing  purposes,  of  370  horsepower  in  use,  exclusive  of  the  steam 
required  for  heating  purposes,  which,  prior  to  the  winter  of  1895-96,  was  furnished 
by  live  or  high- pressure  method,  the  boilers  being  crowded  to  their  utmost  to  meet 
the  service. 

After  the  full  installation  of  the  new  electric-generating  plant  in  dynamo  room, 
the  substitution  of  motors  for  engines  in  several  of  the  working  divisions,  and  the 
use  of  pumps  to  supply  the  new  toilet  system  ^nth  water  and  to  return  the  water  of 
condensation  to  the  boilers,  the  power  load  was  increased  185  horsepower,  as  follows  : 
Electric-light  engines  (maximum  indicated),  310  horsepower ;  pressroom  engines 
(maximum  indicated),  60  horsepower  ;  elevator-pumps  engines,  80  horsepower  (esti- 
mated) ;  pump  on  closet  service,  30  horsepower  (estimated);  steam  for  various 
manufacturing  purposes,  50  horsepower ;  steam  for  ventilating  closets,  driving  feed 
pumps,  etc.,  25  horsepower;  making  a  total  of  555  horsepower. 

During  the  winter  of  1894-95  the  building  was  inadequately  heated  by  means  of 
the  high-pressure  system  then  in  use,  and  the  space  to  be  heated  was  only  about 
i>959>955  cubic  feet.  During  the  fall  of  the  year  1895  the  new  fifth  story  over  the 
southwest  wing,  the  paper  warehouse  on  the  ground  floor,  the  new  roller-casting 
room,  the  new  stereotype-plate  vault,  and  a  connecting  corridor  between  the  H-street 
and  southwest  wings  were  also  piped  for  heating,  increasing  the  space  to  be  heated 
for  the  \rinter  of  1895-96  to  2,357,442  cubic  feet,  or  397,487  cubic  feet  more  than  the 
previous  winter. 

The  low-pressure  heating  system  as  now  in  operation  is  so  far  completed  that  the 
additional  demand  for  185  horsepower  and  397,487  cubic  feet  of  heat  is  fulh'  met  with 
the  same  grate  surface  of  boilers  heretofore  in  use,  the  apparent  increase  in  steaming 
capacity  being  due  to  the  more  perfect  utilization  of  the  waste  heat  in  the  exhaust 
steam  throughout  the  building,  and  of  the  waste  heat  of  chimney  gases  through  the 
boiler  economizer.  Under  the  live-steam  heating  system  the  water  of  condensation 
from  the  heating  coils  was  allowed  to  escape  into  the  sewers,  and  cold  water  was 
pumped  from  the  city  water  mains  into  the  boilers,  while  the  engines  in  use  were, 
with  one  exception,  of  the  noncondensing  kind.    Under  the  present  system  with  con- 
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densing  engines  the  water  from  the  heating  coiLs  is  turned  hot  through  a  feed-water 
heater  and  economizer*  furnishing  feed  water  to  the  steam  boilers  at  a  temperature 
of  from  190°  to  270°,  thus  effecting  a  great  saving. 

The  new  west  wing,  the  new  boiler  house,  and  the  new  machine  shop  add  647,378 
cubic  feet  of  space  to  be  heated  during  .the  coming  winter,  making  a  total  of 
3,004,820  cubic  feet,  or  647,378  cubic  feet  more  than  the  past  winter,  and  practically 
50  per  cent  more  than  diuring  the  winter  of  1894-95.  This  additional  space  will  be 
heated  by  steam  from  the  new  boilers  now  being  erected.  These  consist  of  inter- 
nally fired  steel  boilers,  Scotch  type,  with  their  attached  fuel  economizers,  the  com- 
bined heating  surface  of  both  boilers  and  economizers  being  7,476  square  feet.  The 
grate  surface  in  both  boilers  is  105  square  feet,  making  a  ratio  of  grate  to  heating 
surface  as  i  is  to  70.9.  On  the  same  basis  of  computation  as  applied  to  the  old 
boilers,  the  new  ones  will  yield  560.7  horsepower,  which,  added  to  the  rating  of  the 
old,  gives  the  steam  plant  a  total  available  capacity  of  980.7  horsepower.  The  system 
of  steam  mains  between  the  new  and  old  boilers  is  such  that  steam  may  be  taken 
from  either  set  of  boilers  to  either  one  or  all  of  the  engines.  The  new  boilers  are 
designed  to  carry  a  pressure  of  150  pounds  per  square  inch,  which  will,  for  the 
first  time  since  they  were  put  in,  enable  the  compound  engines  to  develop  their 
maximum  power  and  efficiency.  The  old  boilers  are  8  and  9  nine  years  old,  respec- 
tively, and  are  not  allowed  more  than  100  pounds  pressure  per  square  inch,  which 
will  practically  limit  their  work  to  heating  purposes  after  the  new  ones  are  com- 
pletely installed. 

That  there  has  been  a  considerable  saving  in  the  matter  of  coal  is  shown  as  follows: 
During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  3,671.5  tons  were  used;  the  following 
year,  1895,  3,123.3  tons,  and  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1896,  3,874.6  tons. 

This  covers  the  period  during  which  the  three  boilers  in  use  have  been  in  service, 
and  shows  that  while  at  times  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  used  185  more 
horsepower  than  in  previous  years,  and  that  nearly  400,000  cubic  feet  of  additional 
space  has  been  heated,  the  coal  consumption  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1896, 
was  but  203.1  tons  more  than  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1894,  during  each 
of  which  there  was  a  long  session  of  Congress. 

These  are  very  gratifying  results  when  it  is  remembered  that  under  the  old  heating 
system  the  building  was  but  insufficiently  warmed,  and  that  with  the  new  system  in 
operation  the  building  was  thoroughly  heated  during  the  past  winter,  the  pressrooms 
particularly  being  kept  continuously  at  a  uniform  and  comfortable  temperature.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ELECTRICIAN, 

Government  Printing  Office, 

Washington ,  D.  C,  December  i,  i8g6. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  concerning  the  electric  plant  of 
the  Government  Printing  Office : 

LIGHTING. 

At  this  date  the  entire  office  is  lighted  by  electricity,  while  a  year  ago  onl}^  a  por- 
tion of  the  first  and  second  floors  and  the  foundry  were  thus  lighted.  In  addition, 
all  of  the  machinery  in  the  office,  with  the  exception  of  about  twenty  printing 
presses,  is  being  driven  by  electric  motors,  and  these  will  soon  have  electric-motor 
connections,  when  the  entire  machinery  plant  will  be  controlled  from  the  dynamo 
room. 

There  are  at  present  connected  to  the  electric-lighting  mains  over  4,200  i6-candle- 
power  incandescent  lamps.  This  number  will  be  increased  to  about  5,000  when  the 
lighting  system  is  fully  installed.  Prior  to  the  operation  of  the  new  electric  plant 
there  were  but  1,400  i6-candlepower  incandescent  lamps  in  use. 

Gas  for  lighting  is  now  used  only  for  watch  pilot  lights  during  hours  when  the 
electric  plant  is  not  in  operation.  From  January  i  to  November  30  of  this  year  there 
was  used  3,877,300  cubic  feet  of  gas  less  than  during  the  corresponding  months  of 
1895.  During  the  past  eleven  months  there  was  used  1,520,700  cubic  feet  of  gas  for 
lighting,  and  808,600  cubic  feet  for  manufacturing  purposes.  The  use  of  gas  for  man- 
ufacturing purposes  is  necessary,  and  the  introduction  of  a  storage  battery  or  the  con- 
tinuous running  of  the  electric  generators  would  be  required  for  lighting  on  Sundays 
and  holidays  and  from  midnight  until  8  a.  m.  if  its  use  were  entirely  discontinued. 

Accompanying  I  submit  a  diagram  (No.  i,  page  23)  showing  the  gas  consumed 
during  1896,  compared  with  that  consumed  in  1895, 

Diagram  No.  2  (page  24)  shows  the  growth  of  the  electric  plant  during  the  past 
two  years.  The  solid  line  shows  the  electrical  output,  in  amperes,  on  November  12, 
1896 — a  cloudy  day— thus  accounting  for  the  high  lighting  load  during  the  daytime. 
The  dotted  line  shows  the  output,  in  amperes,  of  the  old  electric  plant  on  November 
12,  1894,  for  lighting  only.  At  that  time  the  office  was  using  no  electric  power, 
while  the  card  for  November  12,  1896,  was  nearly  one-half  motor  load.  These  are 
main  readings  and  not  the  highest  fluctuations  of  the  load,  which  frequently  during 
the  day  was  more  than  1,800  amperes.  This  card  shows  the  increase  in  our  electrical 
output  more  clearly  than  would  a  written  description.  ■ 

The  enlargement  of  the  plant  is  not  the  only  interesting  feature.  The  new  plant 
is  much  more  efficient  than  the  old,  both  in  generators  and  engines.  The  efficiency 
of  the  new  lamps  and  wiring  has  largely  aided  in  giving  an  increased  percentage  of 
light  without  increase  in  the  consumption  of  coal.  To  show  this  completely,  I  sub- 
mit a  diagram  (No.  3,  page  25)  of  the  average  readings  for  the  first  week  in  Novem- 
ber during  the  years  1893,  1894,  and  1896.  The  readings  are  for  lighting  only. 
During  the  year  1895  we  were  putting  in  our  new  electric  plant ;  consequently  no 
readings  were  taken. 
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This  diagram  evidences  the  noticeable  fact  that  the  lighting  load  during  Novem- 
ber, 1893,  and  November,  1894,  was  larger  during  the  daytime,  when  the  office  had 
but  1,200  or  1,400  i6-candlepower  incandescent  lamps  in  service,  than  in  November, 
1896,  when  there  was  over  4,000  i6-candlepower  lamps  in  service.  The  economic 
result  is  due  to  the  high  efficiency  of  the  present  system  in  insulation,  lamps,  and 
the  high  standard  of  all  the  lighting  apparatus,  including  the  dynamos. 

EI^KCTRIC  MOTORS. 

Owing  to  the  great  variety  of  machines  in  the  office,  the  application  of  electric 
motors  to  them  presented  many  problems.  How  successfully  these  have  been  solved 
is  shown  by  the  large  number  of  individual  directly  connected  motors  that  have  been 
used  successfully  since  they  were  started.  With  these  motors  we  are  now  running 
large  web  printing  presses,  working  at  a  speed  of  16,000  impressions  an  hour,  as  well 
as  the  smallest  Gordon;  also  cutting,  indexing,  stabbing,  folding,  case-making,  ruling, 
sewing,  and  other  machines,  and  signature  presses  and  blowers. 

The  engines  in  the  foundry,  carpenter  shop,  and  machine  shop  have  been  disused, 
and  their  work  is  now  being  done  by  belted  motors. 

There  are  in  daily  use  in  the  office  117  directly  connected  and  10  belted  motors, 
varying  in  size  from  one-sixth  to  30  horsepower,  making  a  total  of  383  horsepower 
in  electric  motors.  Added  to  this  is  a  30-horsepower  motor  used  in  connection  with 
the  Sprague  elevator  in  the  new  west  wing. 

The  electric  power  necessary  to  do  all  the  work  of  the  office  at  night,  including 
the  running  of  the  large  web  presses  on  which  the  Congressional  Record  is  printed, 
produced  less  than  20  per  cent  of  the  friction  load  of  the  pressroom  engine  and  shaft- 
ing. This  item  alone  shows  how  great  have  been  the  economic  gains  of  electrical 
transmission  of  power  over  the  old  shaft  and  belt  system. 

With  the  introduction  of  motors  and  the  necessity  of  having  them  operated  by  per- 
sons, many  of  whom  are  women,  wholly  without  experience  in  handling  such  appa- 
ratus, it  became  absolutely  necessary  to  adopt  some  method  of  control  and  protection 
against  carelessness  and  ignorance.  This  has  been  done  by  fitting  every  motor  with 
automatic  circuit  breakers.  During  the  entire  year  not  an  armature  has  been  burned 
out  ( save  one  belonging  to  a  motor  put  in  on  trial )  or  a  field  coil  given  out  on  one  of 
the  motors. 

I  submit  herewith  a  tabulated  report  (page  26)  showing  the  daily  operations  of  the 
electric  plant  during  the  month  of  October,  1896,  and  the  relative  amount  of  current 
used  for  lighting  and  power.  The  output  for  that  month  is  an  average  monthly 
record  when  Congress  is  not  in  session,  during  which  period  there  is  an  increase  of 
about  50  per  cent. 

ECONOMY  OF  USE  OF  EI.ECTRICITY. 

The  cost  of  electrical  production  for  the  month  of  October  was  3  ^  cents  per  kilo- 
watt hour.  This  includes  cost  of  help  in  dynamo  and  engine  room  and  the  boiler 
house;  also  coal,  oil,  waste,  and  necessary  incidentals.  This  very  low  cost  of  power 
shows  for  itself  how  economically  our  present  electric  plant  is  being  operated. 

The  cost  for  maintenance  and  repairs  necessary  to  the  lighting  and  power  branches 
of  the  electric  plant  will  be  very  small  indeed  if  the  present  indications  can  be 
taken  as  a  criterion  from  which  to  make  conservative  estimates.  Records  of  these 
items  are  now  being  compiled,  and  a  full  report  will  be  submitted  when  they  are 
sufficiently  advanced  to  give  reliable  figures.
